Since the term began, the 
new Laurentian halls have been 
infected by an epidemic of 
rumours directed at the student 
government 

Rumours are never healthy. 
They breed misinformation and 
irresponsibility. Moreover, ru- 
mours cloud the real issues 
beyond recognition. 

Among other things, the S.G.- 
AL.U. has been charged with 
dictatorship rule, irresponsible 
handling of students* money, and 
unconstitutional government . 

What weight is there to these 
charge? 

On several occasions the pre- 
sident has been called down for 
running things too much on his 
own. His work during the sum* 
mer in preparation for this year 
has especially come under fire. 
One might disagree with the 
design of the new yellow jackets 

or not appreciate Ian and Sylvia; 
but that not enough work was 

done can never be a: serious 
criticism. By the nature of the 
president's summer work, he 
was able to devote a maximum 



cases where a possibility of mis- 
handling could occur have been 
cited by the critics. One alleged 
crime is a $10 fee paid to the 
secretary for the typing of a 
constitution. The other is an $8 
pizza bill Of the thousands of 
dollars the Student Council 
handles, only $18 could be cited 
as "misspent". Certainly this 
cannot be taken as a serious al- 
location but only as an irrespon- 
sible rumour. 

Not so irresponsible is the 
accusation of unconstitutional 
government One member of the 
S.GJV.L.U. resigned because he 
felt that 33% of student money 
had been spent unconstitutlon- 
ally. These monies were allotted 
during the summer in order to 
obtain the services of Ian and 
Svlvia and the New Christy 
Minstrels. (By a cultural commit- 
tee decision, the New Christy 
Minstrels have been cancelled). 
Another opinion felt that like- 
wise these monies had been al- 
lotted unsconstitutlonally and 
that the decision to hire Ian and 
Sylvia should have been post

question which must be answer- 
ed first: Does the S.G.A have 
a constitution? 

The executive says no. It is 
true that a constitution's pre- 
pared and passed by the council 
of 1963-64. But the present exe- 
cutive claims that this Js not 



valid until it is ratified by a 
vote of the student body. 

During the summer the execu- 
tive, mainly the vice-president 
spent a great deal of time re- 
vising the proposed constitution. 
This revised constitution, at the 
time of this editorial, is in the 
process of a second revision by 
the council (It is expected that 
the council will have accepted 

it by the time this editorial is 
printed). 

But during the summer, and 
for the first 2 months of this 
term, the S.G.A says that a 
valid constitution did not exist 

In this light, the charge of un- 
constitutional government falls 
flat It Is more difficult to run 
a government without a consti- 
Uon. The student government, 
we think, realizes this and con- 
sequently Is attempting to form 
a lasting document The execu- 
tive hopes that this constitution 
may be ratified by Christmas. 

Because no positive action or 
suggestion has been made by 
those who have accused the 
S.G.A. of dictatorship, misspent 
finance, and unconstitutional go- 

„vernment^ncLsincelL l* obvious- 
that much of the comment has 
be^n misinformed and confused, 
we interpret the charges to be 
rumours; so much baby-wailing 
and crying over spilt milk. 

This kind of rumouring and Ir- 
responsible conduct is unhealthy 
for the S.G.A.L/U It can leave 
undertones of antagonism and 
negative views for this and futu- 
re years.

Versaf ood Services Ltd. (which 
holds over 50% of franchises in 
Canadian universities), according 
to President Mullins, offers the 
best quality and quantity in food 
services — and at the lowest 
prices. It appears that the same 
view of Versafood is held by 
McGill, University of Toronto, 
Queens, various school boards, 
hospitals, and large corporations, 
such as Canadian General Elec- 
tric Co., who also use their ser- 
vices. 



The university calendar states 
that a student can eat for a week 
at the cafeteria for $11 - $15, 
Many students found that it cost 
them more than that Some said 
their minimum cost was ?17.

eluding Sunday breakfast, which 
is not served). 

We think il is clearly pos- 
sible to eat well on the stated 
11 to 15 dollars per week. 

It has been Sir. Vricse's ex- 
perience that students often 
spend money on extras — coffee 
breaks, cigarettes, chocolate bars 
— and then wonder why their 
food costs seem so high. Also, 
he pointed o u t that students 
should not expect to eat as cheap- 
ly as they did in high school. 
Secondary school cafeterias are 
subsidized and usually operate 
at a loss. 

When the dining hall is in 

operation, there will be no signi- 
ficant change In prices. How- 
ever, there will be a wider 
selection, because of greater fa- 
cilities for cooking and baking 
in the cafeteria itself. 

Resident students at Hunting- 
ton College are probably most 
directly affected by cafeteria 
prices. Dr, Newbcry, president 
and principal of Huntington, 

hopes to institute a system of 
meal tickets which will bear a 
face value of twelve dollars but 
which will sell to resident stu- 
dents at the reduced rate of 
eleven dollars. 

From an economic point of 
view, we maintain that few cri- 
ticisms can be made of our 
cafeteria service- We toope -that 
any students in exceptional cir- 
cumstances may soon find satis- 
faction.
